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One in six cancers is prostate

DOZENS of men across 
Weymouth, Portland 
and west Dorset are 
needlessly dying be¬ 
cause they can’t be 
bothered to make a sim¬ 
ple check for prostate 
cancer. 

One in six of all can¬ 
cer cases in Dorset is 


prostate while prostate 
cancer is responsible for 
one in 12 of all deaths 
caused by cancer in the 
county and nearly one 
in seven of all male 
deaths from cancer in 
the UK. It killed 
307,000 men worldwide 
in 2012. 


Nearly a third of 
Dorset men are unaware 
of the risks of prostate 
cancer and experts say 
they are seriously wor¬ 
ried by figures which 
show more than eight 
out of ten Dorset men 
wouldn’t see their doc¬ 
tor even if they knew 
they were at risk. 

Naveed Afzal, lead 
consultant urologist at 
Dorset County Hospital 
in Dorchester, has re¬ 
cently started carrying 
out state of the art ro¬ 
botic surgery for 
prostate cancer at Royal 
Bournemouth Hospital 
including patients from 
right across the Wey¬ 
mouth, Portland and 
west Dorset area. 

But he is deeply con¬ 
cerned that many more 
lives could be saved if 
only men would take the 
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trouble to get them¬ 
selves checked. 

Early diagnosis 
through a visit to their 


doctor for a PSA blood 
test makes treatment so 
much more effective. 
This is important for the 


over-50s, he says, but 
doubly important for 
any man over 40 with a 
family history of 


prostate cancer. 

He said: “Prostate can¬ 
cer mortality is strongly 
related to age. In the UK 
between 2010-2012, 
three out of four men 
who died from prostate 
cancer were over 75 and 
more than 99 percent 
were aged 55 and over. 

“I cannot stress too 
strongly how important 
it is for men to take the 
trouble to visit their doc¬ 
tor for a simple check 
once they reach 50 and 
certainly at 40 if they 
have a family history of 
prostate cancer.” 

Mr Afzal said one 
Dorset man who knows 
just how important this 


can be is Terence Wood. 
His doctor referred him 
to DCH with a moderate 
PSA count which led to 
tests and a diagnosis 
that he had prostate can¬ 
cer. Mr Wood’s father 
had died from prostate 
cancer in 1999. 

A successful robotic 
surgery operation by Mr 
Afzal followed and a 
delighted Mr Wood said 
it had been “very effec¬ 
tive” with only a short 
hospital stay and a quick 
recovery period. 

Mr Wood said in a let¬ 
ter to DCH: “I cannot 
praise this procedure

CLARE Davison has been principal at Kingston 
Maurward College for five years, coming to the 
role from the position of deputy. In total, she has 
been at the college for about 15 years. 

Prior to her arrival in Dorchester she led a man¬ 
agement and professional studies department 
in a Bournemouth college after teaching jobs in 
schools. 

She comes originally from the Muscliff area of 
East Dorset which, as she says, was then a small 
village, before being swallowed up by the Poole- 
Bournemouth-Christchurch conurbation. 


• WHAT are some of your earliest memories from 
your childhood? 

Probably ofThroop Mill where we fished and swam. 
There is a picture of me at home at about the age of 
two at the mill. It's a lovely place. We also used to 
cycle around the area as a child, with a group of 
friends, although I have never let my daughter do 
that. 

• HAVE you always had an interest in the coun¬ 
tryside? 

Yes, I have always has an interest in large country 
houses of the sort this [Kingston Maurward] is, and 
I've had an interest in the countryside from my fa¬ 
ther who had a smallholding. 

• WHAT attracted you to Kingston Maurward? 

It's a very special place and unique in its ways.There 
are now only 14 land-based colleges. When I first 
came into the sector there were probably 40 or 50. 

I do feel passionately about Dorset hanging on to 
its land-based college because so many have gone, 
although a number have been merged with further 
education colleges, some successfully, some less so. 

Since I have been here were have diversified along 
with the industry. It now has new facilities for animal 
sciences, horticulture and we have just got some 
money for agritech, just to mention a few. We have 
needed to be outward facing and seek to grow year 
on year and are, of course, popular as a venue for 
weddings and conferences. 

• WHAT keeps you interested in your job? 

The staff and students, who are fantastic, but of 
course this building and its grounds. I never tire of 
looking at the site and try and get out every day for 
a walk around and to chat to people. It's a busy but 
exciting job and we continue to grow year on year 
and the college has seen more students opt to come 
here. 

• WHAT sort of changes might yet be to come? 

We have to constantly innovate and one of our pri¬ 
orities is to do more in Higher Education. 

We've done particularly well with apprentices - 
over 700 last year is significant for a relatively small 
college and of course with Dorset full of small and 
medium-sized business we have great links to hun¬ 



dreds of employers across the county, and beyond. 

Most of our students do go on and get jobs. We 
want to do more Higher Education and be in the 
forefront of making it possible for people to stay 
local. 

• DO you have a favourite area or department? 

There hasn't been a single day when I don't drive 
into this beautiful campus and think"Gosh, I'm lucky 
to be working here", and when you come in on a 
spring day and you see the lambs in the field and 
you look at the gardens with all the magnolias it's 
hard not to like agriculture and horticulture. 

• IF you went back to the classroom what would 
you teach? 

I still do a bit of teaching but I would perhaps con- 
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centrate on English and maths, which is so impor¬ 
tant for everyone to have a good standard in. 

• IN your spare time, if you have any, what do you 
like to do? 

My husband and I like to cycle. On a good day we'll 
get the bikes out and sometimes go fair distances. 
One of our favourite cycle trips is to go from Wim- 
borne down to Poole on the old railway line and 
then over on the ferry and then on to Old Harry 
Rocks. It's a view which is hard to beat. 

• ANY hobbies a bit less physical? 

Reading - I do like psychological thrillers. I don't 
paint but I do like art and spend a fair amount of 
time browsing art galleries and looking at art. I'm a 
member of the Royal Academy and always go to the 
summer exhibition and am generally tempted by 
something. I love impressionist art. We've got a nice 
garden, but I can't claim to have put it together, we 
inherited it when we bought the house. It's now full 
of flowering cherries and magnolias and lots of 
shrubs, but we don't have a lot of flowers. 

• HOW do you see the years ahead for you and 
Kingston Maurward? 

I think we are well positioned to face the future and 
have the infrastructure and courses to ensure young 
people in Dorset have a real choice from us. You can 
never do these things quickly enough -1 would like 
to see us being considered a world class institution 
and I like to think we keep in touch with what the 
sector needs and how its needs are changing so we 
can always deliver what is appropriate to the next 
generation. 

Our biggest challenges are financial - we need to 
maximise our commercial activity and we will have 
to continue to remain being very efficient in all that 
we do.

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Farmers'market off to a fiery start 



A FARMERS’ market 
launch in Weymouth 
provoked a huge row in 
the middle of St 
Thomas Street almost 
before stallholders 
opened for business. 

The attraction, which 
will take place on the 
last Friday of each 
month for a six-month 
trial period has been pi¬ 
oneered by Weymouth 
Business Improvement 
District (BID). 

But some town centre 
traders feel the BID has 
broken promises about 
the way stalls were sited 
and how many would 
be set up at a particular 
point. 

Fantastic Sausage 
Factory owner Dennis 
Spurr was so angry that 
he stormed up and 
launched a furious ver¬ 
bal attack against BID 
manager Nigel Reed in 
the middle of St 
Thomas Street, then an¬ 
nounced that he was im¬ 
mediately resigning his 
position as a BID direc¬ 
tor. 

He claimed it had 


been agreed that only 
two stalls would be set 
up at the entrance to 
New Bond Street yet 
there were four trading, 
and they were much 
further in to the popular 
shopping area than had 
been agreed. 

He also claimed other 
town centre traders 
were concerned that 
market stalls for bread 
and other items were 
being sold from stalls 
with very low rental to 
the detriment of town 
centre traders who had 
to pay sky high business 
rates to sell the same 
products. 

Mr Spurr told The 
View: “The rent for a 
market stall is £25 per 
pitch per day yet it costs 
me 16 times as much 
every day to open my 
butcher’s shop. 

“How can that be 
fair? I was all in favour 
of giving the farmers’ 
market a chance in town 
but the BID has moved 
the goalposts. 

“There are more stalls 
in the prime New Bond 


Street area than was 
agreed and we were 
also told that some of 
the stalls would be set 
up at the southern end 
of town to encourage 
more shoppers down 
our end yet there are 
none. 

“I have been unhappy 
with the BID for a while 
and this was the straw 
that broke the camel’s 
back. 

“It is not sour grapes. 
The farmers’ market 
sells nothing which af¬ 
fects my trade, but I 
take my responsibility 
as a BID director very 
seriously and the BID 
just isn’t doing what it 
claims it is doing, so I 
felt I had no option but 
to resign and look after 
my own interests. 

“The BID knows all 
about that, but it can 
only be as good as who¬ 
ever is running it. A lot 
of traders are unhappy 
with the BID and I think 
we are all looking for¬ 
ward to the promised 
extraordinary general 
meeting when there 


could be more fire¬ 
works.” 

But BID manager 
Nigel Reed said there 
had been a good public 
reaction to the market 
which included stalls 
for vegetables, vegan 
and vegetarian food, 
coffee, game meat, 
cider, goats’ cheese, 
bread, seafood, olives, 
smoked trout, herbal 
teas, honey and pies. 

He added: “This was 
the first time the farm¬ 
ers’ market has been 
held in the town centre 
and there were bound to 
be teething problems. 

“Yes, there are too 
many stalls in New 
Bond Street but that is 
something we will deal 
with and change. 

“This market is for 
four hours once a month 
to try and improve foot¬ 
fall into the town centre. 

“The initial reaction 
we have received is 
very favourable. We 
will listen to complaints 
and suggestions we 
have received and go 
forward from there.”

enough and for the 
whole of the “team” in¬ 
volved both at Dorch¬ 
ester and Bournemouth 
hospitals.” 

Mr Afzal said: “The 
latest procedure using 
the new robotic Da 
Vinci equipment en¬ 
ables a man with 
prostate cancer to be 
operated on in a way 
which is less damaging 
to his body and which 
reduces the time he 
must spend in hospital. 

“Because it is less 
damaging the recovery 
period is also shorter, 
but such life-saving 
treatment is no good if 


the man in question has 
left it too late before 
going to their doctor. 

“Taking the time to 
go for a check up and 
PSA test can be the dif¬ 
ference between life 
and death. It helps us to 
help the patient get the 


best treatment as early 
as possible so it is as 
effective as possible.” 

Weymouth and Port¬ 
land View From Chief 
Reporter Harry Walton 
was also among those 
diagnosed and treated 
for early prostate can¬ 


cer by Mr Afzal and his 
team at DCH. 

He said: “I hope I am 
now fully cured thanks 
to DCH offering what I 
believe is one of the 
best prostate cancer 
treatment facilities in 
the country.”

Workshop to help clarify new 
legislation for disabled children 


CHANGES to legisla¬ 
tion affecting children 
with Special Educational 
Needs or Disabilities 
will be investigated in 
workshops being held 
later in the year in 
Dorchester. 

The Dorset Parent- 
Carer Council, which 
works with families who 
have children with dis¬ 
abilities and special 
needs, has arranged four 
sessions in June to look 
at the changes intro¬ 
duced by the Govern¬ 
ment in September 2014. 

The sessions, which 
are being held in the 
Borough Gardens 
House, will help to iden¬ 
tify and share the areas 
that are working and not 
working; not only for the 
young person, but for the 


family, the school and 
others who have an ac¬ 
tive role in offering or 
providing support. 

The sessions will in¬ 
clude the creation of in¬ 
dividual plans, to be 
co-produced with the 
young person and carers. 
They will then be re¬ 
viewed using a ‘Person 
Centred Approach’, 
moving away from the 
traditional ‘board meet¬ 
ing’ style. 

These workshops will 
be jointly delivered by a 
professional trainer and a 
family carer. 

The workshops will be 
held on Tuesday, June 
9th with the second ses¬ 
sion on Thursday, June 
11th with the second set 
of workshops starting on 
Tuesday, June 16th and 


the second session on 
Thursday, June 18th.

Mr Poots, who 
served from 1997, has 
his most striking 
weather memory from 
his time spent as a fire¬ 
man before he became 
a weatherman.

He was in no doubt 
what he would miss the 
most and said: “It is 
having accurate weather 
knowledge, being able 
to put people right 
when they complain 
about the weather! 

“I may be going into 
retirement but I won’t 
have any spare time. 
My wife, Barbara, has 
already got jobs lined 
up for me. Won’t that 
be fun!”

NHS staff attitudes criticised in report 


NHS staff attitudes con¬ 
tinue to feature in com¬ 
plaints to Healthwatch 
Dorse by some 400 peo¬ 
ple who completed the 
survey. 

“Although we have 
had many comments 
praising hospital staff 
and other professionals 
for their excellent care 
and treatment, we have 
also had a few negative 
comments about staff at¬ 
titudes, whether GP 
services or staff in hospi¬ 


tals, especially around 
professionals not listen¬ 
ing to patients and taking 
on board their concerns, 
and not understanding 
that they are the expert 
on their own body/con¬ 
dition, and being dismis¬ 
sive,” said a report. 

The Dorset watchdog 
body says that it is also 
continuing to get nega¬ 
tive comments about the 
general care and treat¬ 
ment in some care and 
nursing homes. 


During last month 
(March) the organisation 
received 225 comments 
about local health and 
care services. Of those 
comments, 38% were 
positive, 42% negative, 
10% neutral and 10% 
mixed. 

Of the comments, 
20% were about GP 
services, 10% about 
Dorset County Hospital 
and 10% out Dorset 
Healthcare Trust. The 
majority of the rest of 


the comments were 
about the main hospitals 
in elsewhere in Dorset. 

A few more comments 
recently about NHS 111, 
inefficient triage, wait¬ 
ing for call backs and 
waiting long times for 
paramedics/ambulances. 

People have also 
raised issues about lack 
of communication be¬ 
tween organisations - 
especially between 
acute/primary care and 
social services. 


We are receiving com¬ 
ments relating to a lack 
of appropriate care and 
support for dementia pa¬ 
tients going into acute 
care.” 

On the plus side the 
organisation has re¬ 
ceived more positive 
comments about A&E 
services in all three acute 
hospitals (Dorchester, 
Poole and Bourne¬ 
mouth) with patients 
being seen quickly and 
efficiently.

Operation to target rural crime in Dorset 


DORSET Police’s Spe¬ 
cial Constables have de¬ 
livered a two day 
cross-border operation to 
prevent and detect rural 
crime. 

A team of 55 special 
constables from Dorset, 
Wiltshire, Devon & 
Cornwall and Hampshire 
1700 square miles of 
rural areas on April 18th 
and 19th. 

Villages and towns 
around Wareham, Upton, 
Axminster, Lyme Regis, 
Broadwindsor, Bridport, 
Sherborne, Blandford, 
Mere, Shaftesbury, 
Wimborne, Verwood, 
Fordingbridge, Ring- 
wood, Brockenhurst and 
Christchurch were all in¬ 
cluded. 


The operation, led by 
Dorset Police’s Special 
Constabulary, involved 
patrolling communities 
that have been targeted 
by criminals committing 
burglaries and rural 
thefts. 

Officers carried out 
stop checks of vehicles 
travelling in the areas 
and paid particular atten¬ 
tion to those who are 
known to carry out this 
type of crime. 

Special Inspector Ben 
Muspratt, of Dorset Po¬ 
lice, said: “We are con¬ 
tinuing to develop this 
operation to target rural 
crime. 

“It is very clear that 
this high visibility oper¬ 
ation has had a positive 


impact on the commu¬ 
nity. It has demonstrated 
to residents that all four 
forces are committed to 
tackling rural crime. 

“Over 1000 person 
and vehicle checks were 
conducted across the 
south west, which sent a 
clear message to crimi¬ 
nals that we will not tol¬ 
erate such activity.” 

Technology such as 
Automatic Number Plate 
Recognition (ANPR) 
was used to highlight 
possible offenders. 
Dorset Special Consta¬ 
bles also attended 11 in¬ 
cidents across the 
county. 

In north Dorset Spe¬ 
cial Constables were first 
on scene at a serious as¬ 


sault in Blandford. The 
officers were able to ad¬ 
minister first aid and 
gather evidence to assist 
with locating the of¬ 
fender. In a separate inci¬ 
dent officers arrested a 
male for being drunk and 
disorderly. 

In east Dorset, Spe¬ 
cials were called to a ve¬ 
hicle being broken into 
in the Withcampton area. 
Officers flooded the area 
to search for the offend¬ 
ers and attended to see 
the victim to gather fur¬ 
ther evidence. 

In the Purbeck area, 
Special Constables pa¬ 
trolled the section and lo¬ 
cated a suspicious 
vehicle in the Coombe 
Keynes area. Intelligence 
was gathered from this 
incident and a message 
was sent out to the occu¬ 
pants that the police are 
patrolling the area. 

In west Dorset Special 
Constables assisted with 
a serious road accident 
and were able to protect 
the scene prior to Traffic 
Officers arriving to in¬ 
vestigate. Near Charmin- 
ster, a driver was also 
arrested for being over 
the drink drive limit and 
taken to custody.

Council dammed if they do, and damned if they don't 


WEYMOUTH and Portland’s sharp rise in car 

J parking charges has come as no surprise. 

• Cutting charges was a nice idea but it has 
proved impossible to continue with the initiative 

• because of the impact on council revenues. 

So charges have had to rise, to the confusion of 
those visiting the borough, many of whom have 

• been heard swearing blind that charges were 
lower the last time they were here. 

Of course they’re right. Charges were lower the 
last time they were here, but a few blanched faces 
in various council committees at some pretty grim 
car park revenue figures was all it took to increase 


charges. 

To be fair, the council is damned if it does and 
damned if it doesn’t. 

Put up parking charges and there will be out¬ 
rage at the way visitors are deterred by the high 
cost of parking in Weymouth and Portland. 

But keep charges low and the authority finds it¬ 
self with a big gap in revenue which has to be 
plugged in some way, often at the expense of cuts 
in other services which creates a different sort of 
public outrage that the council is cutting vital 
services. 

It’s a tricky balancing act not least because Bri¬ 


tannia Parking, which operates the town’s multi¬ 
storey car park, has decided against following the 
council’s lead and will be keeping its prices at 
their current level. 

If this site’s all weather parking was popular be¬ 
fore then it will be doubly popular now that it is 
cheaper to park there than in council car parks. 

That will make revenue figures collated ahead 
of 2016-2017 council budget meetings even more 
interesting reading. 

Could we then see an even higher hike because 
the expected revenue from the current increase 
hasn’t materialised?

There can be no doubt 
that all this was due to get¬ 
ting mostly decent 
weather over this crucial 
early trading period. 

But no-one will be toss¬ 
ing their cap in the air yet 
because Weymouth knows 
all too well that early sun¬ 


shine can be followed by 
the disaster of a miserable 
summer. 

Hopefully that won't

Dorset Tourism Hotel of the Year 2013/14 
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Desks for 475 more 
staff at County Hall 

OFFICE space needs to be found within County 
Hall for an extra 475 staff - according to a county 
council report. 

The proposal would allow the authority to sell 
off other buildings it has in and around Dorchester, 
helping to meet a target of saving more than £3mil- 
lion in property costs. 

Buildings currently in use in Dorchester by the 
county council include Top o’Town House, Princes 
House, Maumbury House and Acland Court, in ad¬ 
dition to County Hall and its adjoining buildings. 
An office block on the approach road to the South 
Station, previously used by county engineers, has 
already been disposed of and is now the new home 
for Dukes auctioneers. 

The council’s cost-saving Forward Together 
project envisages reducing operating costs across 
the county on non-school property from £5.7m 
each year to £2.5m by 2020. 

Part of the programme also includes making bet¬ 
ter use of energy and will involve adding solar pan¬ 
els to suitable buildings. The most recent of these 
developments was adding the panels to a roof of 
the Dorset Records Office in Bridport Road.

Two arrested for phone scams 


TWO MEN have been ar¬ 
rested after a series of 
scams across Dorset, in¬ 
cluding one in Dorchester, 
which has netted tens of 
thousands of pounds. 

Dorset Police say they 
arrested two men, aged 21 
and 22, on Thursday, April 
23rd as part of an on¬ 
going investigation into 
telephone money scams in 
Dorset. 

Police were called at 
3.47pm following reports 
of an alleged scam in the 
Christchurch area. 

Two men, aged 21 and 
22 and both from London, 
were arrested on suspicion 
of fraud offences and are 
currently assisting police 
with their enquiries. 


The scam, which has 
been taking place across 
Dorset, involves victims 
receiving a call to say then- 
bank accounts have been 
compromised in some 
way. The callers have a 
variety of sophisticated 
methods, including pre¬ 
tending to be police offi¬ 
cers or banking advisors, 
to convince victims that 
they are legitimate. 

Victims are asked to 
call a number to ensure 
their accounts are made 
secure. The offender re¬ 
mains on the line and pre¬ 
tends to be from their 
bank. 

On many occasions 
they have persuaded them 
to transfer or hand over 


large sums of cash. 

Dorset Police is calling 
on residents to heighten 
their vigilance to potential 
fraud threats. The message 
‘Hang Up On Fraudsters' 
is being spread throughout 
Dorset and the South West 
in response to a spate ol 
offences within the last 12 
months. 

Detective Chief Inspec¬ 
tor Jez Noyce, of Dorset 
Police, said: “Offenders 
are highly convincing and 
have conned many victims 
into handing over thou¬ 
sands of pounds in recent 
months. 

“I ask people to remain 
vigilant and report any 
such incidents to the po¬ 
lice. 


Jail for Class A drug offenders 


A MAN convicted of drug 
supply offences following 
a warrant executed by po¬ 
lice has been jailed for 
three years and four 
months. 

Aaron Blackwood was 
sentenced at Dorchester 
on, Monday April 20th, 
for drug offences.

Dorset RSPCA convicts 26 for animal cruelty 


ALMOST 250 com¬ 
plaints of animal cru¬ 
elty have been dealt 
with by the RSPCA in 
Dorset during the past 
year. 

The investigations 
ended with 26 people 
convicted of a range of 
offences. 

Many involve allega¬ 
tions of deliberate and 
often violent cruelty 
being inflicted upon 
animals but often the 
charity deals with ani¬ 
mal neglect or being in¬ 


correctly cared for. 

Said RSPCA super¬ 
intendent for the south 
west, John Grant: 
"Most of the com¬ 
plaints we receive in¬ 
volve animals being 
neglected or not receiv¬ 
ing the right care and 
often we can put that 
right by offering wel¬ 
fare advice. However, 
it is shocking that in 
2014 people are still 
being deliberately cruel 
in what can be dis¬ 
turbingly inventive 


ways." 

One of the Dorset 
cases involved an aban¬ 
doned whippet, found 
near Abbotsbury in a 
starving condition and 
covered in sores. The 
RSPCA arranged treat¬ 
ment for the dog and 
she was eventually re¬ 
homed but the charity 
was unable to track 
down the owner. 

The number of ani¬ 
mal owners who were 
offered and accepted 
welfare advice nation¬ 


ally increased from 
76,810 in 2013 to 
82,746 in 2014. 

RSPCA chief veteri¬ 
nary officer, James 
Yeates, said: "Where 
cruelty is still happen¬ 
ing there will be a need 
to prosecute in the most 
serious cases and it is 
upsetting that so many 
people are still mis¬ 
treating animals by de¬ 
liberately causing them 
harm or by not provid¬ 
ing them with the care 
they deserve."

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Consumer ignorance is costly 
for the used car industry 


AT THIS week's FLA Automotive Financial Crime Confer¬ 
ence, HPI put the spot light on consumer ignorance; a stag¬ 
gering 42% of used car buyers it surveyed did not know 
who held legal title on a car that has finance owing on it. 
Managing Director Neil Hodson calls upon the industry to 
work closer together to raise greater awareness of the very 
real risk to trade and private buyers and sellers alike; 1 in 4 
cars checked by HPI are subject to outstand¬ 
ing finance. 

The latest survey from automotive technol¬ 
ogy solutions provider, HPI, went on to reveal 
that nearly a quarter of those surveyed (23%) 
assumed the car belongs to the person 
named on the Log Book, highlighting the ex¬ 
tent of misconception amongst consumers. If 
a consumer buys a car from a dealer that later 
turns out to have outstanding finance against, 
they will be protected by Innocent Purchase 
Protection. However, if a dealer buys a car 
from a consumer who has innocently sold it 
on with finance still owing - believing they are 
the legal owner - the dealer will be liable if 
that consumer doesn't keep up the finance 
payments. Although dealers buy in good 
faith, just as the general public do, they are 
not protected by Innocent Purchase Protec¬ 
tion and need to gain 'clear title'. 

Dealers, just as private buyers, stand to lose 
the car and the money they paid for it if it later 
turns out to have finance against it. The only 
safeguard dealers have against putting their 
reputation and their business at risk, is to con¬ 


duct a vehicle provenance check. Most provenance checks 
are backed by a Guarantee and the provider will negotiate 
with the finance house on behalf of the dealer. HPI holds 
details of over 7 million live finance interests, which repre¬ 
sents in excess of 98% of the UK's motor finance market, 
making the HPI Check one of strongest defenses against 
finance fraud.

Win sees Magpies end season on a high

DORCHESTERTown finished the season 
with a hard earned victory over Slough 
Town at The Avenue on Saturday that 
completed quite a remarkable turn¬ 
around for the Magpies considering 
their situation when manager Mark 
Jermyn took over.
